BLOXWICH (1535-....) 


Bloxwich (All Saints) was a dependent parochial curacy probably in the patronage of the vicar of 
Walsall - Richard Bourne 1612-1687. He had probably presented John Bearblock 1639-1686 who 
was appointed parochial curate about 1664. The parish contained one township which lay in Walsall 
Foreign constablewick.

BLOXWICH, a chapelry district, in the parish and union of Walsall, S. division of the hundred of 
Offlow and of the county of Stafford, 2 miles (N. N. W.) from Walsall, on the road to Stafford; 
containing 3801 inhabitants. In Domesday book this place is described as being held by the king, 
and having a wood three furlongs in length and one in breadth. From its vicinity to Walsall, it 
participates in a considerable degree in the manufactures and trade of that town; and advantage is 
derived from the Essington and Wyrley canal, which passes through the district. The land is of level 
surface, and the soil gravelly and sandy. Extensive coal and iron mines are in operation: the colliery 
opened by Messrs. Walter Dudley and Company in 1840, employs 350 hands. Bridle-bits and awl- 
blades are made in great quantities; and at Goscote is a foundry. The living is a perpetual curacy; 
net income, £150, with a house. The church, dedicated to St. Thomas[sic], is a neat edifice with a 
square tower; it was rebuilt in 1790 and enlarged in 1833, and is in good repair. By an order of 
council, in August 1842, a district was assigned, comprehending the village of Bloxwich, and the 
hamlets of Little Bloxwich, Goscote, Blakenall, Coalpool, Harden, and part of the Birchills. There 
are places of worship for Wesleyans and Primitive Methodists; and, at Harden, a Roman Catholic 
chapel. A national school is supported by subscription; at Blakenall is an infants' school. [A 
Topographical Dictionary of England (1848)] 


"All Saints Church, Bloxwich, was rebuilt in 1791, and enlarged in 1833. It has a square tower, and 
sittings for 1400 people. The perpetual curacy is in the patronage of the Vicar of Walsall, and 
incumbency of the Rev John Baylie, M.A. [WHITE (1851)] 


BLOXWICH CHAPEL OR CHANTRY. Not mentioned in the 1563 return. Certified in 1546 that the 
chantry of S. Thomas the Martyr had been founded by Sir Roger Hyllary kt., to find a priest to sing 
divine service in the chapel of Bloxwich, which was 1% miles distant from the parish church, that 
its net income was £6/11/8 of which £5/7/6% was the priest's salary, 10/0 the king's tenths, 7/4 the 
rector's tenths, 5/8% the rents resolute and 1/1 the alms for the poor. Also that the house that the 
priest doth inhabit was worth 2/6 pa, and that there were 5 oz. of gilt plate and some ornaments. 
Certified in 1548 that the chantry or free chapel of Bloxwich had been founded by Rich Hurst, John 
Stoke and others in the reign and by licence of Hen VIII, that its net yearly income was £6/8/10, of 
which £5/17/9 was the priest's salary and 1/1 went to the poor; that it possessed 4% oz. of partly 
gilt plate and ornaments worth 2/11 and that there were 2 bells in the steeple. On 14 May 1553 
only these 2 bells remained and were left in the custody of Roger Penson, chapel warden, the 
remainder of the ornaments having been taken away by Rich Forsett, surveyor. LIGHTS Reported 
in 1548 that lands worth 6/10 or 7/6 net pa had been given by some donor then unknown for a light 
before the Rood in this chapel. [1915] 


Parish History 


By 1535 BLOXWICH was (apparently) a chapelry-of-ease to WALSALL. 


In 1733 the parish of BLOXWICH was formed. 


Description of Church (All Saints) 


The church, in High Street, was rebuilt c1790-4 (largely at the expense of XXXXX) to designs by 
ARCHITECT and consecrated in DATE. It was enlarged in 1833. Remodelled and extended 1875-5 
to designs by Davis & Middleton.

1950 (Bapts), 1843-1951 (Mar) & 1733-1954 (Bur) are deposited at Staffordshire Record Office. 
Although the Bloxwich registers commence in 1733, there is a volume of Bloxwich baptisms 
amongst the Walsall registers commencing in 1721. 

Bishops Transcripts, 1733-1872 (with gaps 1741-44, 1761-62, 1795-1800 & 1843-69) are deposited 
at Lichfield Record Office. 1786-95 are included in the Walsall BTs. 

A transcript of the All Saints registers for the period 1721-1791 (Bapts) & 1733-1791 (Bur) was 
published by the Staffordshire Parish Register Society in 1984 and has been reprinted by the 
Birmingham & Midland SGH.

John Bearblock (parochial curate of Bloxwich) 1639-1686 

Bearblock, born 28 Sep 1639, was first son of Henry Bearblock of London St Botolph's Lane 
merchant-taylor. He was educated at London Merchant Taylors School where he was admitted in 
1651. He studied at Oxford where on 28 Jun 1659 he was a scholar at St John's College and 
matriculated but is not known to have graduated. In Sep 1663 he was ordained deacon and in Dec 
1664 ordained priest (both) by Lichfield. Perhaps on 23 Dec 1664- when he was licensed as a 
preacher by Lichfield at Bloxwich - after probable presentation by the vicar of Walsall then Richard 
Bourne 1612-1687 he was licensed parochial curate of Bloxwich. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax 
for Walsall Foreign constablewick (which included Bloxwich township) but was not assessed there. 
Whilst at Bloxwich he was also likely head schoolmaster at Bloxwich Endowed School. Still in office, 
he died, aged 47, and was buried here on 3 Mar 1685.6. His administration was granted through 
Lichfield on 10 May 1686. His personalty was valued at £6/14/10. Bearblock married about 22 Feb 
1668.9 Ann Drakeford by whom he may have had two children - likely a son and a daughter - who 
both died young.
